SAIGON fAP) - The Viet 
Cong sent fresh troops into Sai­ 
gon today on the heels of the 
heaviest enemy shelling so far

New fighting broke out only a 
mile and a half north of Presi­ 
dent Nguyen Van Thieu's Inde 
pendence Palace, in the heart of 
Saigon, while g o v e r n m e n t 
forces were still battling other 
enemy troops for the fifth dav in 
the western part of the capital 
and in the northeastern suburb 
of Gia Dinh, 2*^2 miles from the 
city’s center 
Mo unt Massiv e Attack 
Military spokesmen reported 
that South Vietnamese marines 
and rangers, .spearheaded by a 
column of tanks, mounted a 
massive attack on North Viet­ 
namese and Viet Cong troops in 
Gia Dinh this afternoon. 'Hie 
spokesmen said the government 
troops overran Viet Cong posi- 
tiwis and drove the enemy back 
a mile. 
In the we.stem part of the cap­ 
ital, the Chinese .section called 
Cholon, government forces were 
still trying to root out rocket-fir­ 
ing, sniping enemy troops holed 
up in a residential area three 
miles from the presidential pal­ 
ace. Intelligence sources had 
estimated 15 to 20 guerrillas 
were holed up, but a defector 
reported 200 enemy in the area. 
U.S. sources said there were 
reports that five-man Viet Cong 
cells were infiltrating into the 
capital in civilian clothes. The 
reports said the cells were told 
to hide in “ safe” houses as 
back-up forces.

tensified pressure on Saigon is 
part of a plan to influence the 
Paris talks between the United 
States and North Vietnam. 
During the night the Saigon 
area was hit by some 40 enemy 
rockets between about 1-30 and 
2:30 a.m.

Bellicose Statements 
The President said in the pre­ 
liminary Vietnam peace talks in 
Paris the United States so far 
has ‘‘met with little more than 
Mlicose statements and eva­ 
sions” from Hanoi's representa­ 
tives. 
This was part of his appeal to 
the Soviets, too, in enunciating 
his view of a major principle in 
the .search for peace. 
‘The road there in Hanoi is 
far less rocky when the world’s 
(wo greatest powers the United 
States and the Soviet Union - 
are willing to travel part way 
together,” the Presiaent said.

Chief Ma- 
chinisf.s Mate Ronald C. Hall, 
told Capt. .lohn Caru.so, a physi 
<-ian aboard the Sunbird, that 
the barnacle-encru.sted .sub ap­ 
peared to be in an upright posi­ 
tion and partly embedded in the 
ocean floor. 
“ Hi.s v isibility was 40 or .50 
per cent,” Caru.so said, ‘‘and he

Hulk Found O ff Cape H enry 
May Ile German Submarine

diver* hunting for the missing 
submarine Scorpion may be the 
(herman submarine U-548. de 
it roved bv U.S. warships April 
30, 1945. se'en days before V K 
Day. 
The submarine Pargo detect­ 
ed the hulk last Friday 70 miles 
east-northeast of Cape Henry 
Divers descended IRO feet to the 
ocean floor from the submarine 
rescue ship Sunbird 
They re­ 
ported the hulk was about 250 
fee* long 
One of the divers, Chief Ma­ 
chinists Mate Ronald C. Hall, 
told Capt John Caruso, a physi­ 
cian aboard the Sunbird, that 
the harnaele-enerusted sub ap­ 
peared to be in an upright posi­ 
tion and partly embedded in the 
ocean floor. 
“ His visibility was 40 or 50 
per cent,” Caruso said. “ and he 
said he could make out a long. 
sleek craft with what appeared 
to he sail-like configuration on 
top and double rod-like objects 
toward the front which he said 


appeared to him like 20mm gun 
mounts. 
“ He told me the hull went 
hack as far as he could see, and 
when he approached it, it ap 
peared to be like a vertical wall 
of Sippi about 40 feet high 
‘He said he banged his bel 
met or it and kicked it with his 
boot and found it was metal He 
was unable lo read any m ark­ 
ings on the vessel.”

Kennedy i* by no mean* 
eliminated from the contest for the Democratic 
presidential nomination just because he didn t 
win a three-cornered primary lace in Oregon 
He is considered a strong contender for- the 174 
delegate votes in California being chosen in to­ 
day's primary. 
He also ha* a powerful organization working 
for him to corral New York’s 190 votes at the 
primay June 18 and al Hie subsequent state 
convention A large slice of the 364 votes from 
the two most populous states can be much 
more important than Oregon's 35 votes. 
There are only ll states with presidentl-pri 
mary systems What will really count in the na­ 
tional convention this year is the attitude of the 
delegates from the other 39 states. 
It might he argued that a preponderant num­ 
ber of delegates is bound to be influenced bv 
results in the few states with presidential pre 
marie* 
But political history doesn't always 
bear this out. 


THE SITUATION would have been much 
clearer if Sen. Eugene J. McCarthy had not 
made such a spectacular shoyving and if Vice 
President Hubert Humphrey had been able to 
enter the primaries earlier instead of being re 
quired at a later date to rely on write-in's 
No one of Ihe Democratic aspirants has had a 
clear majority in all of the primaries Plurali­ 
ties here and there are not conclusive 
Former vice president Richard Nixon on the 
other hand, has won substantial m ajorities in 
his primary campaigns, and the delegate* in 
other states have been impressed by his per­ 
formance 
Even in the Republican race, however. Gov. 
Ne-lson Rocketeller of New York cannot be writ­ 
ten off For the nomination will he decided bv 
the huge number of delegates from states which 
do not have primaries. 
The campaigns in a feyv states thus far have, 
In a certain extent, familiarized the vote** with 
the fiersona'ities of each candidate, hut it ran 
hardly he said that delegates will he persuaded 
Jo select someone merely birause he draw's 
crowds. 


IT IS NOT LIKELY, moreover, that the 
delegate* will be converted to a candidate just 
because he has a large following among the 
young people For experience has shown that 
the hulk of the voters are 3ft years of age or 
over and they go to Hie (lolls in big numbers on 
election dav. 
lf Vice President Humphrey gets Ihe Demo­ 
cratic nomination, he will, of course, have the 
support of President Johnson and Sen McCar­ 
thy and presumably Sen Kennedy. 
It is an open secret that Mr Johnson i« deep 
Iv interested in seeing Mr Humphrey nominal 
cd and Hie convention delegates are well aware 
of what Ihe administration’s influence can be in 
their respective states 
This on the other hand will be countered bv 
the inroads into state and city organization* 
which the Kennedy family has successfully 
ac hieved in past campaign years 
The penetration began with a comprehensive 
survey and study made before tile 1956 enliven 
tion indicating how' attractive John F Kennedy 
would he to Catholic voters, and it had a hear­ 
ing on the pre-convention contest in 196ft as 
well. 
Many members of Congress, incidentally, are 
assuming that Vice President Humphrey and 
former vice president Nixon will lie facing each 
other in the finals of tile presidential race 
* 
contest between two men of experience in the 
national government 


MR HUMPHREY would defend the Johnson 
administration and praise its record Mr Nixon 
would endeavor to mobilize the negative senti 
men! of the country on such issues as Vietnam. 
crime, riots, the ill effect* of inflation, the un 
certain position of the dollar, and the adverse 
impact of high interest rate* on the national 
economy. 
Much could happen between now and Novem­ 
ber that might have more effect on the outcome 
than anything foreseen at present 
A crisis in the gold sittia’ion. a setback In 
world trade due to unsettled condition* in 
France and Central Europe, and a possible in 
crease in the cost of the Vietnam War if neace 
negotiations collapse could retard the progress 
of American business 
This would cut down the revenues exacted 
hv the administration to hp collected horn the

The artist, who first outraged 
critics with his paintings of 
Cam|*ell Soup cans and out- 
sized reproductions of Brillo 
boxes that sold for $1,300 each, 
was shot Monday afternoon in 
the movie studio he called a 
“ factory.” 
Mario Amaya, a writer and 
art dealer from London, who 
was visiting Warhol wa.s also hit 
in the barrage of five bullets 
but he suffered only a graze 
wound in the back and wa,s re­ 
leased after treatment. 
Miss Solanis, 28, surrendered 
four hours after the shooting by 
announcing to a traffic police­ 
man in the Times Square area, 
“ Police are looking for me.”
